WITH THE REBEL FORCES At 
PAMPLONA, Spain, July 26.—(4)—

Italy’s Gibraltar 


In the free-for-all game of modern 
diplomacy, islands are valuable pawns 
which may become aviation or naval 
Their potential importance 
recently has brought into the spot- 
light tiny Dumeira island, Italy's Zi- 
braltar of the Red Sea’s southern gate- 
way, the Strait of Bab el Mandeb or 
the Gate of Tears. 


“While smaller than a mile in anys 


dimension, Dumeira is valuable to 
Italy because of its strategic location,” 
says a bulletin from Washington, D. 
C., headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. “It is about 15 miles 
northwest of Perim, British fortified 
island which, as part of the protec- 
torate of Aden, belps Britannia rule 
the waves at the entrance of the Red 


sea. 
Former Boundary. 

“To a hoverin: aviator Dumeira re- 

sembles a huge dark hydroplane facing 
east, moored less than a half-mile off 
the desolate coast of Eritrea. Ite 
broad ‘wings’ taper landward into a 
narrowing tail, 
_ “To a sailor, even in hazy weather, 
it appears as a camel's back with dou- 
ble hump rising conspicuously from 
green waves that hide sinister shoals. 
From some angles its rocks blend with 
the bluffs of Cape Dumeira on the 
mainland. 

“Until a year and a half ago Du- 
meira served the purpose of holding up 
one end of the boundary line be- 
tween Eritrea and French Somaliland. 
The boundary landmark has been dis- 
carded, however, since France trans- 
ferred her share of the island to Italy 
early in 1935. 

“The island’s best anchorage, near

to the earth by machinery,

these white blood corpuscles. Among 
the drugs which have produced this 
disease are amidpyrine, anti-pyrin, py- 
ramidon and several variations of 
similar character. 

So many cases of agranulocytosis 
have occurred in the past few years 
that physicians now ban amidopyrine 
altogether and prescribe instead acet- 
anilide or phenacetine as an anodyne 
or ache and pain relief, or acetylsali- 
cylic acid (aspirin), as these old stand- 
by pain-killers have been found com- 
paratively safe. 

Personally. I'd endure ordinary ache 
or pain or malaise rather than take a 
dose of even aspirin. I believe aspirin 
is more or less destructive to red blood 
corpuscles. We know acetanilide or 
phenacetine destroys red corpuscles 
and interferes with the oxygen-carry- 
ing function of the blood. Even hard- 
boiled Uncle Sam questioned the prac- 
tice of incorpopating these coal-tar de- 
rivatives in medicines sold indiscrimi- 
nately to the public, but compromised 
with his microscopic soul by merely 
requiring that the quantity of the drug 
in the medicine be mentioned on the 
label. ~~ 

Acetanilide is a habft-forming drug. 
If used frequently over a long period 
of time it will cause anemia. It will 
damage the heart. Some persons who 
acquire the habit eventually suffer 
grave impairment of health and men- 
tal disturbance. 

No treatment for agranulocytosis 
can be of avail.. Only the recogni- 
tion of the cause of the trouble and 
stopping the use of the drug will en- 
able the victim to recover. 

If one must take something for ache, 
pain or distress, I should say aspirin 
is the least injurious anodyne or pain- 
killer one can take. No particular 
brand of aspirin (acetylsalicylic acid). 
There are any number of reputable 
manufacturers of aspirin, and one 
make is as good as another. 

None of these anodynes or antipyre- 
ties (reducing fever) cures anything. 
It is a sad mistake to take such drugs 
in the childish belief that they are 
good remedies. They are pain-killers 
and that’s all. The question for any 
intelligent person to ask when he con- 
siders taking such an anodyne is 
whether relief of the pain or distress 
justifies the risk. In most instances 
the only honest answer is no.

Catherine, daughter of the Prince 
Anhalt-Zerbst, married in 1745 Carl 
Peter Ulrich, grandson of Peter the 
Great. Seventeen years iater, when 
her husband succeeded to the throne 
as Czar Peter III, she immediately en- 
tered into a conspiracy with her para- 
mour, Gregory Urloff, to have him de- 
sed. So Peter Ill was put in prison 
y his treacherous wife, who six 
months after his succession usurped 
his throne as Catharine Ll. She prov- 
ed to be a strong ruler No’ sovereign 
since Ivan the Terrible had extended 
the frontiers of the empire by such 
vast conquests. 

After her husband had been cast 
into prison it was given our that he 
had n put to death. Five years 
later, however, there appeared in “at- 
taro, a seaport of Dalmatia, a stranger 
identified as the supposedly dead 
Peter III by a person who had once 
made a visit of state to the court of 
Russia. According to this witness, the | 
newcomer had the exact features and | 
mannerisms of the late czar, whom he 
had seen in St. Petersburg. 

About this time there reigned over 
Montenegro the Viadika Sava, who.

Turks. Montenegro was in a sore 
plight when there crossed its frontiers 
no less a personage than the stranger 
previously identified at Cattaro as the 
lost ezar.

DEFENSIVE BIDDING. 
When your opponents have opened 
the bidding there are two cases in 
which you may wish to enter the 
bidding also. 

1. For defensive purposes. You 
may wish to call your partner’s at- 
tention to a suit in which to make 
an opening lead. Also, even if your 
hand is weak you may be able to 
make a sacrifice bid. ‘This will pay 
if you are set less than the value of 
the game which your opponents can 
bid and make. 

2. Of course, you must enter the 
bidding when you have such a strong 
hand that you may be able to bid and 
make a game yourself. 

But in order to avoid being dis- 
astrously set ey must not vvercall 
an opponent's bid unless you are safe 
under the rule of two and three, 

The Culbertson Rule of Two and 

Three. 

In defensive bidding count your 
Winners and be sure that you can 
win, in your own hand, within two 
tricks of your contract if you are 
vulnerable, and within three tricks of 
your contract if you are not vulner- 
able. ‘Then you can never take a 
eet of more tau OUU pulls. 

Hold-Up Play. 

The hold-up play, intended to ex- 
haust the communicating cards be- 
tween the two defenders, is known to 
almost all players. of average and 
higher rank, but strangely enough it 
is used almost exclusively at no 
trump contracts.
